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(54) COMMUNICATIONS TERMINAL EQUIPMENT 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To make the user of a 
transmission origin able to accurately confirm the 
received result in a reception side equipment of 
transmission data by adding a transmission request 
origin mail address to the transmission data, transmitting 
them, recognizing the transmission request origin mail 
address of reception data at the time of reception, 
preparing received result informing mail and transmitting 
it to the transmission request origin mail address. 
SOLUTION: The transmission request origin mail 
address is added to the transmission data from a 
transmission side equipment to the reception side 
equipment and the mail address to transmit the received 
result informing mail is informed from the transmission 

side equipment to the reception side equipment. In the meantime, at the time of receiving the 
data from the transmission side equipment, in the case that the transmission request origin 
mail address is added to the reception data, the reception side equipment transmits the 
received result informing mail for the data reception to the transmission request origin mail 
address and thus, the received result in the reception side equipment of the transmission data 
is accurately confirmed by the user of the transmission origin by the received result informing

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] In the communication terminal which performs data communication which was connected to 
the public network while connecting with the network which can transmit and receive an electronic mail 
as one of said the network terminals between network terminals, and minded said public network An 
address addition transmitting means to add the transmitting request former mail address specified along 
with the transmit data at the time of the data transmission through said public network to the transmit 
data concerned, and to transmit to receiving-side equipment through said public network, The table 
corresponding to the address/purport of a letter which matched beforehand each mail address and each 
purport-of-a-letter information for the notice of a receiving result, and memorized them, An address 
recognition means to recognize the transmitting request former mail address added to received data at 
the time of the data reception through said public network from transmitting- side equipment, When the 
transmitting request former mail address has been recognized by the address recognition means A 
transmitting request [ which has been recognized ] former mail address is collated with said table 
corresponding to the address/purport of a letter. The communication terminal characterized by having a 
notice means of a receiving result to create the notice mail of a receiving result about the data reception 
concerned based on the purport-of-a-letter information corresponding to a mail address in agreement, 
and to transmit to said addressing to a transmitting request former mail address through said network. 
[Claim 2] A notice means to notify the purport to which self-equipment is equipped with the notice mail 
transmitting function of a receiving result to transmitting-side equipment at the time of the data 
reception through said public network, When the purport equipped with the notice mail transmitting 
function of a receiving result from receiving-side equipment at the time of the data transmission through 
said public network is not notified The communication terminal according to claim 1 characterized by 
having further a notice means of a transmitting result to create the notice mail of a transmitting result 
about the data transmission concerned, and to transmit to said addressing to a transmitting request 
former mail address through said network.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] About a communication terminal, while connecting with the network which can 
transmit and receive an electronic mail as one of said the network terminals between network terminals, 
it connects with a public network, and especially this invention relates to the communication terminal 
which performs data communication through said public network. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] When performing data transmission which minded the public network 
using communication terminals, such as facsimile apparatus, a user can be told about a transmitting 
result by carrying out the record output of the report of a transmitting result by the plotter of self- 
equipment. 

[0003] However, the user who is usually in his seat in that case has to go to the installation of a 
communication terminal specially, in order to obtain a transmitting result. 

[0004] Then, there is a technique which transmitted the transmitting result at the time of transmitting 
facsimile data to addressing to a user of a transmitting agency with the electronic mail like a "electronic 
mail system" given in JP,6-141041,A. 
[0005] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in that case, when a transmitting side transmits 
facsimile data to a receiving side, the transmitting result transmitted to addressing to a user of a 
transmitting agency as an electronic mail is obtained in a transmitting side, and can notify the user of a 
transmitting agency only of the information about the transmitting result corresponding to the telephone 
number of the specified transmitting destination (receiving-side equipment). 

[0006] Even when facsimile data have been transmitted to the mistaken destination by the assignment 
mistake of the telephone number of the transmitting destination (receiving- side equipment), therefore, to 
the user of a transmitting agency Only the transmitting result at the time of carrying out call origination 
to the specified telephone number, and only transmitting to it was notified, but there was a trouble that it 
could not check correctly whether it is facsimile data's could transmit to the desired transmitting 
destination (receiving-side equipment) normally, and normally received by desired receiving-side 
equipment. 

[0007] This invention is made in view of the starting situation, and it aims at offering the 
communication terminal which the user of transmitting [ the receiving result in the receiving-side 
equipment of transmit data ] origin can be made to check correctly.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, a 
communication terminal according to claim 1 In the communication terminal which performs data 
communication which was connected to the public network while connecting with the network which 
can transmit and receive an electronic mail as one of said the network terminals between network 
terminals, and minded said public network An address addition transmitting means to add the 
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transmitting request former mail address specified along with the transmit data at the time of the data 
transmission through said public network to the transmit data concerned, and to transmit to receiving- 
side equipment through said public network, The table corresponding to the address/purport of a letter 
which matched beforehand each mail address and each purport-of-a-letter information for the notice of a 
receiving result, and memorized them, An address recognition means to recognize the transmitting 
request former mail address added to received data at the time of the data reception through said public 
network from transmitting-side equipment, When the transmitting request former mail address has been 
recognized by the address recognition means A transmitting request [ which has been recognized ] 
former mail address is collated with said table corresponding to the address/purport of a letter. It is 
characterized by having a notice means of a receiving result to create the notice mail of a receiving 
result about the data reception concerned based on the purport-of-a-letter information corresponding to a 
mail address in agreement, and to transmit to said addressing to a transmitting request former mail 
address through said network. 

[0009] A communication terminal according to claim 2 is set to a communication terminal according to 
claim 1 . A notice means to notify the purport to which self-equipment is equipped with the notice mail 
transmitting function of a receiving result to transmitting-side equipment at the time of the data 
reception through said public network, When the purport equipped with the notice mail transmitting 
function of a receiving result from receiving-side equipment at the time of the data transmission through 
said public network is not notified It is characterized by having further a notice means of a transmitting 
result to create the notice mail of a transmitting result about the data transmission concerned, and to 
transmit to said addressing to a transmitting request former mail address through said network.

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained to a 
detail, referring to an accompanying drawing. 

[001 1] First, the configuration of the communication system which contains the network facsimile 
apparatus 2 and 6 as a communication terminal concerning the gestalt of operation of this invention in 
drawin g 1 is shown. 

[0012] In this drawing, LAN (Local Area Network)5 which interconnects considering the client 
terminals 4a and 4b, such as the network facsimile apparatus 2, server equipment 3, and a personal 
computer, as a network terminal, and LAN9 which interconnects considering the client terminals 8a and 
8b, such as the network facsimile apparatus 6, server equipment 7, and a personal computer, as a 
network terminal interconnect by the Internet 12 through a router 10 and a router 11, and the network 1 
is constituted. 

[0013] LAN5 and each network terminal on nine correspond to Ethernet as physics and a data link layer. 
It corresponds to a TCP/IP protocol as the network transport layer. Transmission and reception of the 
electronic mail of the usual text by SMTP (Simple Mail Transfer Protocol), Transmission and reception 
of data other than the usual text by MIME (Multipurpose Internet Message Extensions), By working the 
application which performs transmission and reception of the file by FTP (File Trnsfer Protocol) etc., 
the data through LANs 5 and 9, routers 10 and 1 1 , and the Internet 12 can be transmitted and received. 
[0014] Moreover, the network facsimile apparatus 2 and 6 are connected also to both the public 
networks 13. And the usual G3 facsimile equipment of others, such as facsimile apparatus 14a and 14b, 
is connected to the public network 13. 

[0015] Next, the configuration of the network facsimile apparatus 2 is shown in drawing 2 . In addition, 
the network facsimile apparatus 6 is also the same configuration as the network facsimile apparatus 2. 
[0016] The network facsimile apparatus 2 is constituted by CPU20, ROM21, RAM22, the timer control 
section 23, the actuation display 24, a hard disk drive unit 25, SRAM26, the LAN communications 
control section 27, the plotter section 28, the scanner section 29, the coding decryption section 30, the 
network control section 31, the communications control section 32, and the system bus 33 in this 
drawing. 

[0017] Here, CPU20 is a microcomputer which controls each part of equipment ROM21, using RAM22 
as a working area according to the written-in control program. 
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[0018] ROM21 is a read-only memory the control program for CPU20 to control each part of equipment 
is remembered to be, as mentioned above. Moreover, to ROM21, font table 21a which is the 
correspondence table of a character code and the font data corresponding to the character code is 
memorized, and in case CPU20 changes a character string into an image, refer to the font table 21a for 
it. 

[0019] RAM22 is random access memory used as a working area of CPU20 as mentioned above. The 
timer control section 23 detects the count of time amount progress, and the passage of time set up by 
CPU20, and controls time amount of interruption notifying to CPU20. 

[0020] The ten key for making a user input the fax number of the transmitting destination etc., although 
the actuation display 24 is not illustrating, While various keys, such as a stop key for receiving the start 
key for receiving the directions input of transmitting initiation and the directions input of a termination 
of actuation, an one-touch dialing key, and a compaction dialing key, are arranged and accepting the 
various actuation by the user It has indicators, such as a liquid crystal display, and the operating state of 
equipment about which a user should be told, and various messages are displayed on the indicator. 
[0021] A hard disk drive unit 25 is for, storing temporarily the data transmitted and received through a 
network 1 as a file, or storing other various data as a file. [ accumulating as a file temporarily / in order 
to carry out memory transmission of the image data read in the scanner section 29 ] [ accumulating it 
temporarily as a file until it records the image data which received by the plotter section 28 ] SRAM26 
is RAM backed up by the circuit for backup which is not illustrated, and is for memorizing the setting 
information relevant to equipment actuation which should hold the contents of storage also at the time of 
equipment power-source cutoff, and a user parameter. 

[0022] It connects with LANS, and the LAN communications control section 27 corresponds to Ethernet 
as physics and a data link layer, corresponds to a TCP/IP protocol as the network transport layer, and 
controls transmission of data, such as transmission of the electronic mail of the usual text by SMTP, and 
drawing information other than the usual text by MIME, and reception of the electronic mail by POP. 
[0023] The plotter section 28 is for carrying out the record output (copy actuation) of the drawing 
information which carried out the record output according to the linear density and a pixel consistency, 
or read the received drawing information in the scanner section 29 according to the linear density and a 
pixel consistency. The scanner section 29 is for reading a manuscript image by reading linear density 
predetermined [, such as 3.85 / // mm /, 7.7 / // mm /, and 15.4 //mm /, ] and the pixel consistency 
predetermined [, such as 8 pixels/mm, ], and acquiring drawing information. 
[0024] While the coding decryption section 30 carries out coding compression of the transmitting 
drawing information by predetermined coding methods which suit a G3 facsimile, such as MH coding 
and MR coding, it carries out decode expanding of the receiving drawing information by the 
predetermined decryption method corresponding to MH coding or MR coding. 
[0025] It connects with a public network 13 and the network control section 31 performs connection 
control with circuits, such as detection of tone signals, such as closing and release of the direct-current 
loop formation of a circuit, and detection of the polarity reversals of a circuit, detection of circuit 
release, detection of dial tone, a busy tone (during the conversation sound), and detection of a call 
signal, and generation of a dial pulse. 

[0026] The communications control section 32 is equipped with a G3 facsimile modem function, and 
while it modulates the transmit data to the public network 13 through the network control section 31, it 
restores to the input signal from the public network 13 through the network control section 31, while 
controlling facsimile communication based on a G3 facsimile protocol. Moreover, the communications 
control section 32 also performs sending out of the DTMF signal corresponding to the inputted number 
to be dialed. A system bus 33 is a signal line for above-mentioned each part of equipment to exchange 
data. 

[0027] The network facsimile apparatus 2 and 6 constituted as mentioned above The drawing 
information by which the transmitting request was carried out with the electronic mail which makes the 
contents the text data which encoded drawing information in the MIME format from the client terminal 
on LANS or LAN9, respectively, While transmitting the drawing information read in the scanner section 
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29 to the transmitting destination to which it was specified on the public network 13 Facsimile 
communication through a public network 13 which records the drawing information received through 
the public network 13 from the facsimile apparatus 14a and 14b on a public network 13 etc. on the 
recording paper in the plotter section 28 is performed. 

[0028] And the network facsimile apparatus 2 and 6 have memorized the information concerning this 
invention as a file to the hard disk drive unit 25, as shown in drawing 3 . 

[0029] In this drawing, each files F01, F02, and F03 of the purport-of-a-letter file Fs for the notice of a 
transmitting result, the common purport-of-a-letter file Fr for the notice of a receiving result, the purport 
of a letter 1 for the notice of a receiving result, purport of a letter 2, purport of a letter 3, and --, --, the 
file of the table T corresponding to the address/purport of a letter are beforehand memorized by the hard 
disk drive unit 25. 

[0030] As the table T corresponding to the address/purport of a letter is shown in drawing 4 , a mail 
address and the file of the purport of a letter for the notice of a receiving result are matched beforehand, 
and are memorized, in drawing, to Address A (specifically for example, userl@aaa.bbb.co. jp), a file 
F02 supports to Address B, and the file F01 supports [ the file F01 ] Address C. 
[0031] Next, the facsimile transmitting procedure in the network facsimile apparatus 2 or 6 is explained 
with reference to drawing 5 and drawing 6 . 

[0032] In those drawings, CPU20 is supervising whether a manuscript is set to the scanner section 29, or 
the electronic mail of a transmitting request is received from a client terminal through a network 1 (No 
loop formation of decision 101 and decision 102). In addition, the electronic mail of a transmitting 
request is a format shown in drawing 7 , the e-mail address (specifically for example, user2@aaa.bbb.co. 
jp) of transmitting request origin is described by the "From" field of the mail header section, it changes 
to the title of an electronic mail and the transmitting destination telephone number (specifically for 
example, 03 -1234 -5678) is described by the "Subject" field. And the text data which encoded and 
acquired transmitting request drawing information in the MIME format is described by the e-mail text 
section. 

[0033] If the electronic mail of a transmitting request is received (Yes of decision 102), the transmitting 
destination telephone number will be obtained from the "Subject" field of the mail header section 
(processing 103), and a transmitting request former mail address will be obtained from the "From" field 
of the mail header section (processing 104). And the text data of the e-mail text section is decoded in a 
MIME format, and transmitting request drawing information is acquired (processing 105). 
[0034] When a manuscript is set to the scanner section 29 by decision 1 01 , on the other hand, by the 
one- touch dial or abbreviated dialing from (Yes of decision 101), and the actuation display 24 indirectly 
Or when it supervises whether there is any assignment input of the transmitting destination telephone 
number directly (No loop formation of decision 106) and an assignment input is made by the ten key, 
(Yes of decision 106) and its transmitting destination telephone number by which the assignment input 
was carried out are memorized (processing 107). 

[0035] And it supervises further whether there is any assignment input of a transmitting request former 
mail address from the actuation display 24 (No loop formation of decision 108). In that case, an alphabet 
key can perform the input of a transmitting request former mail address (specifically for example, 
user3@aaa.bbb.co. jp) directly. Or the correspondence table of the ID number and mail address which 
the direct input was carried out from the actuation display 24, or were beforehand transmitted through 
the network 1 from server equipment or each client terminal is beforehand memorized to SRAM26 or a 
hard disk drive unit 25, and it can carry out indirectly by reading the mail address corresponding to the 
ID number specified by the ten key. 

[0036] By decision 108, if there is an assignment input of a transmitting request former mail address 
(Yes of decision 108), it will be memorized (processing 109), if it supervises and (No loop formation of 
decision 110) pushes that the start key of the actuation display 24 is pushed (Yes of decision 110), the 
manuscript set to the scanner section 29 will be read by the scanner section 29, and drawing information 
will be acquired (processing 111). 

[0037] A user is transmitting the electronic mail of a transmitting request from the client terminal of 
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one's seat to the network facsimile apparatus 2 or 6 through a network 1 by this. By being able to request 
facsimile transmission indirectly, and setting a transmitting manuscript to the scanner section 29, 
carrying out the direct control of the network facsimile apparatus 2 or 6, and specifying the transmitting 
destination telephone number and a transmitting request former mail address Facsimile transmission can 
be directly requested to the network facsimile apparatus 2 or 6. 

[0038] By the above processing, the drawing information which should be transmitted, the transmitting 
destination telephone number, and CPU20 which obtained the transmitting request former mail address 
continue, carries out call origination to the transmitting destination telephone number (processing 1 12), 
and establishes the circuit between the receiving-side equipment of the transmitting destination. The 
transmitting destination telephone number in that case is a subscriber's number in the public network 1 3 
of the usual G3 facsimile equipment on the public networks 13, such as a subscriber's number in the 
public network 13 of the network facsimile apparatus 6 or 2, or facsimile apparatus 14a and 14b. 
[0039] If a circuit is established, the called station recognition signal CED which sends out the call 
origination tone CNG to receiving-side equipment (processing 113), and is sent out from receiving-side 
equipment will be received (processing 1 14), then the digital recognition signal DIS, the non-standard 
functional recognition signal NSF, and the called station recognition signal CSI will be received 
(processing 115). 

[0040] And the contents of information of the received non-standard functional recognition signal NSF 
are checked (processing 116), and it judges whether there is a function which relates to the gestalt of this 
operation at a receiving side, i.e., the notice function of a receiving result, (decision 117). In a certain 
case, it shifts to processing 1 19 as it is without adding a transmitting request former mail address as 
contents of information of the (Y es of decision 117) non-standard functional setting signal NSS 
(processing 118), and adding a transmitting request former mail address as contents of information of 
the (No of decision 117) non-standard functional setting signal NSS, when shift and there is nothing to 
processing 119. 

[0041] In processing 119, while sending out the digital SEND statement signal DCS and the non- 
standard functional setting signal NSS and notifying the standard function and non-standard function 
which were set up based on the capacity of the receiving-side equipment obtained by the digital 
recognition signal DIS received by processing 115, and the non-standard functional recognition signal 
NSF, and the capacity of self-equipment to receiving-side equipment, the transmit-terminal recognition 
signal TSI is sent out. In that case, if decision 1 17 is Yes, a transmitting request former mail address will 
be notified by the non-standard functional setting signal NSS to receiving-side equipment. 
[0042] The facsimile transmitting processing based on a G3 facsimile protocol of after processing 119 
sending out the training check signal TCF to receiving-side equipment at the set-up modem rate, 
transmitting drawing information as a facsimile message after receiving the reception preparation 
acknowledge signal CFR from receiving-side equipment and performing the procedure before 
transmission, and after transmitting termination of drawing information performing a transmission 
defensive hand's order, and releasing a circuit carries out (processing 120). 

[0043] or [ that after processing 120 has the notice function of a receiving result which relates to the 
gestalt of this operation to a receiving side with the non-standard functional recognition signal NSF ] - 
again - judging (decision 121) - a certain case - (Yes of decision 121), although processing is ended as 
it is When there is nothing, the notice mail of a transmitting result is created based on the purport-of-a- 
letter file Fs for the notice of a transmitting result stored in (No of decision 121), and a hard disk drive 
unit 25, and it transmits to a transmitting request former mail address through a network 1 (processing 
122). 

[0044] The example of the notice mail of a transmitting result transmitted to drawing 8 by processing 
122 is shown. In this drawing, the mail address (specifically for example, fax@aaa.bbb.co. jp) of self- 
equipment is described, a character string M a notice of a transmitting result" is described by the "Subject" 
field of the mail header section, and it is shown in the "From" field of the mail header section that this 
mail is a thing for the notice of a transmitting result. The number specified as the transmitting 
destination telephone number is described by the item of the "transmitting destination", and the 
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character sfring which shows the transmitting result of "having transmitted normally" is described by the 
item of a "transmitting result" at the e-mail text section. The e-mail text section describes alternatively 
either of two or more character strings which responded to the mode of a transmitting result about the 
item of a "transmitting result" while embedding the different transmitting phase hand telephone number 
for every transmission on the purport of a letter stored in the purport-of-a-letter file Fs for the notice of a 
transmitting result. When transmission is completed normally, the character string of "having 
transmitted normally" is specifically described, and when transmission is not completed normally, the 
character string of "it was not able to transmit normally", "a phase hand not being facsimile", "a phase 
hand not answering", etc. is described. 

[0045] By this, when receiving-side equipment is the network facsimile apparatus 2, facsimile apparatus 
14a which is not equipped not with 6 but with the notice function of a receiving result, and 14b In order 
to transmit the notice mail of a transmitting result to a transmitting request former mail address, the user 
corresponding to the concerned transmitting request former mail address The transmitting result about 
the drawing information which operated the client terminal in its seat and he transmitted with reference 
to the electronic mail of the notice of a transmitting result using the network facsimile apparatus 2 or 6 
can be known. 

[0046] Next, the facsimile reception procedure in the facsimile apparatus 2 or 6 as receiving-side 
equipment is explained with reference to drawing 9 . 

[0047] In this drawing, if the arrival from a public network 13 is supervised under supervising the 
condition of the network control section 32 (No loop formation of decision 201) and there is arrival of 
the mail (Yes of decision 201), CPU20 closes a circuit, establishes the circuit between transmitting-side 
equipment, will receive the call origination tone CNG sent out from transmitting-side equipment 
(processing 202), and will carry out called station recognition signal CED sending out (processing 203). 
[0048] As contents of information of the non-standard functional recognition signal NSF, and "those 
[ these ] with functional", Namely, a purport equipped with the transmitting function of the notice mail 
of a receiving result concerning the gestalt of this operation It adds by standing a predetermined bit as a 
flag (processing 204). The digital recognition signal DIS, the non-standard functional recognition signal 
NSF, and the called station recognition signal CSI are sent out (processing 205), and the digital SEND 
statement signal DCS, the non-standard functional setting signal NSS, and the transmit-terminal 
recognition signal TSI are received from transmitting-side equipment. (Processing 206) . In that case, 
when transmitting-side equipment is the network facsimile apparatus 6 or 2, a transmitting request 
former mail address will be notified as contents of information of the non-standard functional setting 
signal NSS. 

[0049] After processing 206 receives the training check signal TCF from transmitting-side equipment at 
the set-up modem rate, after sending out the reception preparation acknowledge signal CFR to 
transmitting-side equipment and performing the procedure before transmission, drawing information 
receives as a facsimile message, and after reception termination of drawing information performs the 
facsimile reception based on a G3 facsimile protocol which performs a transmission defensive hand's 
order and releases a circuit (processing 207). 

[0050] the case where judge whether after processing 207 received the transmitting request former mail 
address from transmitting-side equipment with the non-standard functional setting signal NSS (decision 
208), and a transmitting request former mail address is not received since transmitting-side equipment is 
the usual facsimile apparatus, such as facsimile apparatus 14a and 14b, — (No of decision 208) — 
processing is ended without doing anything. 

[0051] When a transmitting request former mail address is received, (decision 208) and a transmitting 
request [ which was received ] former mail address judge whether it registers with the table T 
corresponding to the address/purport of a letter which was beforehand memorized by the hard disk drive 
unit 25 and which is shown at drawing 4 (decision 209). And when not registered, as shown in (No of 
decision 209), and drawing 3 , the notice mail of a receiving result is created based on the common 
purport-of-a-letter file Fr for the notice of a receiving result beforehand memorized by the hard disk 
drive unit 25, and it transmits to a transmitting request former mail address through a network 1 
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(processing 210). 

[0052] The example of the notice mail of a receiving result transmitted to drawing 10 by processing 210 
is shown. In this drawing, the mail address (specifically for example, fax@aaa.bbb.co. jp) of self- 
equipment is described, a character string "a notice of a receiving result" is described by the "Subject" 
field of the mail header section, and it is shown in the "From" field of the mail header section that this 
mail is a thing for the notice of a receiving result. As an item of a "section name", the affiliation section 
name (it sets to drawing and is the Shinbashi branch) of self-equipment is described, as an item of a "fax 
number", the fax number of self-equipment is described by the e-mail text section, and the character 
string which shows the receiving result of "having received normally" is described by the item of a 
"receiving result" at it. In the e-mail text section, either of two or more character strings which 
responded to the mode of a receiving result is alternatively described about the item of the "receiving 
result" of the purport of a letter stored in the common purport-of-a-letter file Fr for the notice of a 
receiving result. When reception is completed normally, the character string of "having received 
normally" is specifically described. It was normally unreceivable. the case where reception is not 
completed normally - "-- it was receivable only to xx page with " and "record slip of paper, it was 
receivable only to xx page because of" and "paper jam. Character strings, such as ", are described. 
[0053] When transmitting-side equipment is the network facsimile apparatus 2 and 6 and has notified 
the transmitting request former mail address by this In order to transmit the notice mail of a receiving 
result to a transmitting request former mail address, the user corresponding to the concerned transmitting 
request former mail address The receiving result about the drawing information which operated the 
client terminal in its seat and he transmitted with reference to the electronic mail of the notice of a 
receiving result using the network facsimile apparatus 2 or 6 can be known. In that case, since the 
various information about receiving-side equipments, such as a section name of receiving-side 
equipment, and the information about the concrete receive state at the time of drawing information 
actually being received in receiving-side equipment can be included in a receiving result, he can know 
the communication link result of the drawing information which carried out the transmitting request 
much more certainly. 

[0054] By decision 209, the transmitting request former mail address which received was beforehand 
memorized by the hard disk drive unit 25. When registering with the table T corresponding to the 
address/purport of a letter shown in drawing 4 , (Yes of decision 209), As shown in drawing 3 , based on 
the purport of a letter 1 , 2, and 3 for the notice of a receiving result memorized beforehand, and the 
purport-of-a-letter file for the notice of a receiving result of - to which it corresponds of each file, the 
notice mail of a receiving result is created to a hard disk drive unit 25. It transmits to a transmitting 
request former mail address through a network 1 (processing 211). 

[0055] This becomes possible to transmit the notice mail of a receiving result of the optimal purport of a 
letter for every transmitting request former mail address. 

[0056] In addition, in the gestalt of the operation explained above, although this invention was applied 
to the network 1 containing the Internet 12, this invention is limited neither by the network scale nor the 
data-transfer protocol in a network, and even when it goes via other networks, it can be applied 
similarly. 

[0057] Moreover, this invention is applicable, even if you may be other networks, such as not only a 
telephone network but ISDN, as a public network 13 to which the network facsimile apparatus 2 and 6 
concerning this invention are connected and it is the transmission control procedures of not only a G3 
facsimile protocol but others also as transmission control procedures for transmitting and receiving a 
facsimile message through a public network 13 between facsimile apparatus. 

[0058] Moreover, although applied to the facsimile apparatus which is a communication terminal which 
transmits and receives a facsimile message by using this invention as commo data, this invention is 
applicable in the gestalt of the operation explained above, similarly to the communication terminal 
which transmits and receives the data of other classification. 
[0059] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to invention concerning claim 1, a transmitting request former mail 
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address is added to the transmit data from transmitting-side equipment to receiving- side equipment. 
While notifying the mail address which should transmit the notice mail of a receiving result to receiving- 
side equipment from transmitting-side equipment, receiving-side equipment When the transmitting 
request former mail address is added to the received data at the time of the data reception from 
transmitting-side equipment In order to transmit the notice mail of a receiving result about the data 
reception concerned to said addressing to a transmitting request former mail address, The effectiveness 
of the ability to make the user of a transmitting agency checking correctly is acquired by the notice mail 
of a receiving result which can include the various information for specifying receiving-side equipment 
for the receiving result in the receiving-side equipment of transmit data, and the various information 
about a receive state. Moreover, the user of a transmitting agency can refer to the notice mail of a 
receiving result in the network terminal corresponding to a said transmitting request former mail 
address, and the effectiveness it is ineffective to it being possible to check the receiving result in said 
receiving-side equipment of the data which he transmitted, without going to the installation of the 
communication terminal concerning this invention is acquired. Moreover, in order that receiving-side 
equipment may collate with said table corresponding to the address/purport of a letter the transmitting 
request former mail address added to received data and may create the notice mail of a receiving result 
based on the purport-of-a-letter information corresponding to a mail address in agreement, it can choose 
the purport of a letter of the notice mail of a receiving result according to the mail address of 
transmitting request origin, and has the advantage whose convenience improves. 
[0060] According to invention concerning claim 2, receiving-side equipment While notifying the 
purport to which self-equipment is equipped with the notice mail transmitting function of a receiving 
result to transmitting-side equipment at the time of the data reception through said public network, 
transmitting-side equipment When the purport equipped with the notice mail transmitting function of a 
receiving result from receiving-side equipment at the time of the data transmission through said public 
network is not notified In order to create the notice mail of a transmitting result about the data 
transmission concerned and to transmit to said addressing to a transmitting request former mail address 
through said network, it sets to transmitting-side equipment. It is not the communication terminal which 
requires receiving-side equipment for this invention, and even when it is what is not equipped with the 
notice mail transmitting function of a receiving result, about a transmitting result, the effectiveness it is 
ineffective to it being possible to notify the user of a transmitting agency is acquired at worst.
